Noxious Weed Management 

This year: 
•	 102,500 acres of noxious weeds treated with integrated weed control 

methods including chemical, physical, mechanical, and biological 
weed control agents, and domestic animals (sheep or goats) 

• 1 million acres inventoried and mapped for noxious weeds 
• More than 4 million biological control agents collected and distributed 
To date: 
• Biological weed control agents established on about 77,000 acres 
• 38 Weed Management Areas 
•	 Interagency Agreements in place with Agricultural Research Service 

and Animal & Plant Health Inspection Service for biological control 
•	 Cooperative Agreements in place with 3 Montana State University 

researchers for biological control 
•	 Cooperative Agreements in place with more than 70 percent of County 

Weed Districts 
•	 Provide funding for Montana Education and Awareness Committee
